Daniel McLean, Hudson’s Eay 
Factor, Trapper, Etc. Visiting 
Victoria. 


Victoria, Aug. 21—"Give, me a cay- 
usc everytime. Those things are no 
| good,”’ was he terse manner in wiena 
Daniel McLean, Hudson’s Bay fae- 
tor, for trapper and timber cruiser 
and a man who yeserday morning got 
his first experience of modern city 
life, expressed himself In regard to 
street car locomotion, 

Melean arrived from River’s Inlet, 

having come down on the Venture. 
For the first time since 1871 he ex-, 
perienced all the conveniences, or to 
him, ineonveniences of life in the 
city. 
Tall, brawny, of a splendid phy- 
sique, telling of the hardy life of a 
frontiersman and pioneer, McLean 
possessed a good deal of the quaint 
humor of his Beotch ancestors, and 
his comments upon civilization as ex- 
emplified in the modern city were 
amusing and entertaining in this 
twentieth century, 

“| suppose street cars are all right, 
; But why can't people walk? They 
| dJoa’t have far to go, Get them up 
orth with a hundred mile streteh in 
jront of them. Then a cayuse is the 
proper thing.” 

He admitt<d that he was not aito- 
gether sure just what the street car 
might do while ne was aboard, and he 
stood near the door ready to jump uf 
“the danged thing busted,” 

McLean, whose father is Donald 
MeLean, chet factor of the Hudson's 
Bay company in the territory stretch. 
ing through the great lone land in the 
Aretic sca, speaks with a decided 
Scotch aecent, telling of the national- 
ity of his forebears, and displays an 
intelligent interest in everything go- 
ing on about him. But city life, he 
declares is no life for a man, For him 
the free Nfe of the north, mocassins, 
and all the rest of we teappers’ para- 
phernalia, is the whole gum of exist- 
ences, and he had no hesitation in de 
claring his views, The fact of being 
interviewed by «a newspaper man 
rather amused hin.

He was at Fort Gary in ‘71, 
when Louis Riel, the rebel, imprison- 
ed many of the whites, among them 
the late Sir John Christian Schultz, 
afterwards lieutenant-governor of the 
prairie provinee. He with owers 
went to Fort Pembia, on the interna- 
tional boundary, to await the arrival 
of the party under the commana of 
the late Hon. William MacDougall, 
but latter was refused admittance by 
the breeds under Lepine, Riel’s lieu- 
tenant, and was forced to return east, 
Mclean, after knocking about Fort

He 
describes the country through 
Yellow Head pass as a good sheep 
country, and the Peace River country 
as possibly a good erop section i 
some places, 

Guiding gold seekers via the Ed- 
monton route to the Yukon, trading 
with the Esquimos on the shores of 
the Arctic, etc., McLean has had a 
varied experience in the north, 

“They were only babies,” he re- 
marked, in speaking of the men who 
endeavored to get into the Yukon by 
the overland route, Of the hardships 
these deluded seekers after fortune 
experienced McLean has a wealth of 
stories. In nearly every instance the 
adventurers had to seek the aid of +e 
Hudson's Bay factors, and frostbitten 
and starved, they were forced to re- 
main at ond of the company’s posts 
until able to mturn on the long and 
trying journey to civilization, com- 
pletely disabused as to their expecta- 
tions of the hidden wealth of the Are- 
Lics.

A VISIT FROM A. 
PIONEER WOMAN 


Madame dela Gordoniere visit- 
ing in City—Recalls the 
) Things of 20 Years Ago. 


Full of admiration for this new Kd- 
monton, which has grown so marvel- 
ously in the past few years, Madame 
de la Gorgendiere, of Prince Albert, 
is in the city after an absence of 
twenty years, and is registered at the 
Cecil, She is accompanied by her 
daughters, the Baroness de  Deftal, 
widow of the late Baron de Deftal, 
and Mile. de la Gorgendiere. 

For thirty years this pioneer woman 
has lived in the west, coming as a 
young bride from Quebee with her 
husband and living in the little trad. 
ing post, Fort Edmonton, for ten 
years, The long drive across the prai- 
rie from Fort Garry (Winnipeg) was 
made in Red River carts, and the voy- 
age to Prince Albert twenty years ago 
was made by steamer. 

The Change of 20 Years. 

“What a change has come over the| 
prairies in those twenty years!’ said 
Madame today to a Bulletin repre- 
sentative, “When we went down the 
Saskatchewan there was little to be 
seen after Fort Pitt but the ruins 
here and there of some little building 
destroyed in the rebellion, 

“We were most deeply impressed by 
the two isolated crosses standing near 
the river bank not far from Hort Pitt, 
marking the graves of Father Mar- 
chant and his companion, the young 
Oblate missionariés who were mur- 
dered by Riel’s men. 

“This week on our return to Ed- 
monton we left Prince Albert by train 
and we were whirled up here past 
villages and towns that seem, to have 
sprung up by magic. It ie searecely 
credible that the railway was only 
opened up a@ year ago.” 

“In what way does Edmonton im- 
press you?” 

“I find it very pretty, very home-! 
like-and so huey,’ replied Madame 
de la Gorgendiere warmly, her two 
daughters concurring pleasantly in| 
her opinion,

MEAT SCARCITY 
IN GERMANY 


And Germans are Eating Dozs— 
6,000 Carcasses Submitted 
to Official Inspection. 


Washington, Aug, 21—United States 
Consul Norton, at Chemnitz, has made 
an official report on the scarcity of 
meat in Germany and the efforts of 
the government there to fitid cheaper 
food for the people. He says that ths 
prevalence for a year past of unusu- 
ally high prices for all meat pro- 
ducts throughout Gormany has been 
the cause of widespread discussipn 
and agitation, and has necessarily af- 
fected the dietary of a Jarge share of 
the working class. 

“The government of the empire,” 
the consul continues, “recognized the 


ravity of the situation during the 
ast winter and provided a_ partial 
remedy by lowering the tariff on car- 
cases from several adjoining coun- 
tries as well as by relaxing customs 
restrictions. Now wholesale _ prices 
for the various categories of _ live 


stock have fallen to a lower level, in 
harmony with the laws of supply and 
demand. Retail prices for meat in 
Saxony are,-however, maintained at 
the former figures, and this has led 
to renewed agitation, It is recognized 
that a certain amount of loss was in- 


}curred by butehers two years ago. be- 


fore they accommodated themselves 
to the altered conditions consequeiii 
upon a sudden. check in the domestic 
supply of meat, and tbat there is a 
degree of equity in keeping up their 
quotations after the fall in the rates 
for live stock for-a limited ‘period.

Veteran Sails For England. 

Montreal, Aug. 20.—Sir James Gowan, 
of Barrie, ex-Senator, sailed from this 
port on Saturday by the Victorian 
bound for England. The white-haired 
veteran who resigned his seat in the 
Senate last year is in his ninety-third 
year. 

Sir James, despite the fact that he 
declares himself ‘too old for the Can- 
adian Senate,” plans to make quite a 
tour of the Old Land and hopes to re- 
turn to Canada in the spring consider- 
ably reinvigorated. 

“T want to shake off a few of the 
troubles of old age,” he remarked to a 
reporter here. “IT am going to visit a 
number of relatives that I haven’ seen 
for a nimber of years, some of whom 
recefitly returned from a long sojourn 
in India.” 

Sir James Gowan entered polities in 
1844 during the Baldwin-Lafontaine -ad- 
ministration and for thrée score ¥ears 
and ten was an active figure in Caéna- 
dian public life. He and Sir Aemilius 
Irving are the oldest living members of 
St. Andrew’s Lodge of the Masonic craft 
fn Toronto. He was 92 years old last 
December. For 41 years he served on 
the judicial bench, which he nscended 
in the year of the late Queen Victoria’s 
ascension, being the youngest judge to 
hold her Majesty’s commission. He re- 
tired from the bench in 1883, and two 
years later was appointed to the Senate, 
In his youti: he was a lieutenant of the 
4th North York regiment of militia, 


and fought against the rebels at ‘‘Gial-; 


low’s Hill,” in 1838, 

Sir James is accompanied on hig trip 
by his nephew and private secretary H. 
H. Ardagh and Mrs. Ardagh, of Barrie, 
and Dr. Morton, of the same town.

Only Death Will Keep Oil King 
From Behind Bars—For 
Economic Crirnes. 


Boston, Aug. 21.—Thomas W. Law- 
son, 9% Was to be expected, was 
pleased with the figures at which 


Judge Landis appraised the Standaid 
Oil company’s violations of law; in- 
deed, he was not surprised. When a 
correspondent asked him if he would 
give expression to his views, he dic. 
tated the following statement; 

“At the beginning of the middle 
and throughout all to the last finished 
chapter of “Frenzied Finance” was 
this fundamental: 

“The people make their own laws— 
the people would not make laws to

CANADAN MINT READY 


In a Few Weeks—Bullion To Be Had 
From Canadian Refinery. 


Toronto, Aug. 21.—A despatch from 
Vancouver, B.C., says that the Otta- 
wa report that the federal mint would 
not be able to operate in absence of 
electrolytic refinery in Canada, over- 
looks Trail, B. C., whre one of the 
best plants in America has been in 
operation four years, Its bullion was 
accepted two years ago by the Unit- 
ed States government as the purest 
submitted for Philippine coinage. 

The equipment of the Canadian 
branch of the royal mint has so far 
progressed that it is expected the es- 
tablishment will be in operation in 
aix or seven weeks, The buildinp and 
plant will cost half a million dollars, 
and the annual outlay for salaries and 
wages will amouyt to $100,000. -The 
offic'als as well as the majority of the 
employees, will be brought from Eng-

ceive $3,500, and the coinage foreman 
and minter foreman $1,200 each. The 
wages of the thirty-five employees will 
range from $2 to $3 per day.

Toronto, August 21.—It is learned 
that Miss Hayriet Fraser. daughter «1

whom the British Columbian I 
lature has just settled an annu-.y of 
$600 a year, is seriousty ill and is not 
expected to live many weeks, 

She is over eighty years old, and 
has lived quietiy in ‘loronto for 
past fourteen years She is the last 
of her immediate family, and nas} 
been dependent upon the  kindne 
ow relations and the Dominion | 
Government, 

The long-delayed recognition of the 
pioneer explorér’s services recalls a} 
story which goes back to a boyhood] 
spent in Glengarry — County, made 
famous by Ralph Connor. and a“Ws-! 
trict teeming with Scotch reminis 
cences, The story tells of a father} 
who joined the reyal forces at we) 
time of the American Revolution, | 
was captured by the Americans, and} 
died in an American jail for the coun- 
try to which he was steadfastly¥ true, | 
The son, destined to be of such se! 
vice to the Dominion oi Canada, war 
born in the States, but his whole life} 
was identified with Canadian in-} 
terests So interesting is hi bio-| 
graphy that Mr. Alexander Fraser, | 
provincial archivist, is understood to 
be preparing a book dealing with his} 
adventures. | 

Crossed Rockies in 1805. } 

Simon Fraser was born near Ben-} 

ington, Vermont, in 1776. His mother 


and her family came to Canada and 
settled in Glengarry after his father’s 
death. In 1792 he became an articled 
clerk, with MeTavish, Frobisher, and | 
Coys of the Northwest Fur Trading 
Go., of Montreal, and in 1802 became 
a paftner. In_ 1805 it beeame tis 
duty to cross the Roeky Mountains 
and form feeding relations with the 
Indians. 

He took wis him thirty men, and 
as he went on he built blockhouses 
and took possession of the country in 
the name of the King. In 1806 oe 
discovered the "Fraser River, and also 
other rivers and lakes which he nam- 
ed after other members of the com- 
pany, He traced the Fraser to its 
course, and one of his experiences on 
tihs journey is worth relating, 

The party fell in with an. Indian 
tribe who killed their fattest dog for 
him, and, of course, he feigned to eat 
it, At the same feast the ctuefs de- 
cided to put him to death, put the 
interpreter overheard he plot, and the 
white men stole away. 

Traced Fraser to Sea. 

In July. 1807, he réceived instrue- 
tions to trace the Fraser to the sea, 
as it was feared the Americans would 
get ahead of the British im that quar- 
ter, In the previous year Captains 
Lewis and Clark had gone down the 
Columbia and were extending Ameri- 
ean authority along the west coast. 


Mr. Fraser reached the ocean one 
year later, but found the Indians 
hostile, so did not stay,
